not ſee any Reaſon why the People of Great Britain are to be ruined, to 
prevent the Ruin of other Nations; but upon due Conſideration it will 
perhaps appear, that both his Pruſſiau Majeſty and the innocently 
ſuffering People of Hanover, have more 'to dread from our Army 
continuing in Germany, than from ſending home and difbanding the

18, As to the French getting Poſſeſſion of Hanover, they undoubtedly 
will do fo, if the Britiſb Army that now oppoſes them in Germany be ſent 
home and diſbanded before Peace is concluded; but then it is to be 
conſidered, that preſent Poſſeſſion proves Nothing in Reference to 
_ Futurity ;- and as to any Cruelties or Violences, which the French may, 
in that Caſe, be for practiſing upon the Suffering Inhabitants of that 
Electorate; let the French but be aſſured, that any Cruelties or other
